In  1907  there  will  be  two  Eclipses  of  the  Sun  and  two  of  the  Moon,  and  a  Transit  of  Mercury  across 
the  Sun's  disc. 

I.  A  total  eclipse  of  the  Sun,  January  13th,  invisible. 

II.  A  partial  eclipse  of  the  Moon,  January  29th,  invisible. 

III.  An  annular  eclipse  of  the  Sun,  July  10th,  invisible. 

TV.  A  partial  eclipse  of  the  Moon,  July  24th.  Moon  enters  shadow  24d.  lOh.  4m.  .p.m. ;  middle  of 
eclipse  24d.  llh.  22m.  p.m.;  Moon  leaves  shadow  25d.  Oh.  41m.  a.m.  Magnitude  of  eclipse  0.62  (Moon's 
diameter=10). 

Transit  of  Mercury,  November  14th,  partly  visible,  the  Sun  rising  with  Mercury  on  its  disc. 

Morning  and   Evening  Stars. 

VENUS  will  be  a  Morning  Star  to  September  15th,  then  Evening  Star. 
MARS  will  be  a  Morning  Star  to  July  6th,  then  Evening  Star. 
JUPITER  will  be  an  Evening  Star  to  July  16th,  then  Morning  Star. 

SATURN  will  be  an  Evening  Star  to  March  9th,  a  Morning  Star  to  September  18th,  then  Evening  Star. 
MERCURY  may  be  seen  in  the  Morning  about  April  15th,  August  13th  and  December  1st,  and  in 
the  Evening  about  March  2nd,  June  27th  and  October  23rd. 
VENUS  at  its  greatest  brilliancy  January  4th. 
The  Satellites  of  JUPITER  are  invisible  from  July  17th  to  August  15th.
